Memorial Address At Bat­

April 25.—Consid­ 
erable discussion has been aroused in 
W ashington over President Coolidge s 
decision to deliver his Memorial Day 
speech this year on G ettysburg’s his­ 
toric battleground.

Sweet Clover Best 
Temporary Pasture 


T u rn C ow s In T o G ra ze Early, 
Is C ounty A gents Advice 
T o F arm ers 


Sweet clover is the “’king el the le­ 
gumes" for temporary pasture, says 
County Agent H. R. McCulloch. 
One acre of this legume will sup­ 
port from one to two cows from early 
spring to September, the county agent 
continues. It will furnish highly n u ­ 
tritious feed, being well supplied with 
lime, phosprorus 
and 
protein 
all 
very essential to the dairy cow and 
the growing animal. 
When sweet clover is used for pas­ 
ture the cows should be turned m as 
soon as the plants have reached the 
heighth of from three to four inches. 
They relish it better then than when 
the plant is older and more bittei in 
taste. Best results are obtained if 
enough cows are pastured to keep the 
legume grazed down to eight or ten 
inches.
